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Pocket Battleship at Large ? 


Survivors of the British steamer Clement, 
sunk in the South Atlantle on her way from 
New York to Brazil, now state that the vessel 
was sunk by: the Admiral Scheer, one of Ger- 
many's “pocket. battleships.” A_ circumstantial 
story "is told of an acroplane swooping over 
[them and using a machine gun asa signal for 
them {o hall, and afterwards a German ship, 
jelaimed to be the Admiral Scheer, came along- 
side, fired at. the Clement and eventually tor- 
pedoed her, It would appear an easy task to 
Aistinguish between an armed merchantman and 
‘8 modern warship like the Admiral Scheer, with 
hher distinctive lines, but the news agency re- 
port claiming that 20 shots were fired at the 
Clement’ and a terpedo had to be added to 
[complete her destruction does not provide very 
feonvineing evidence that a warship, with a 
trained erew and experienced gunners, has 
[been at work. Otherwise, the gunnery must have 
been poor in comparison with the sinking of 
other ‘vessels which have gone to the bottom 
after a single torpedo had been fired. ‘The 
British Admiralty has not positively denied that 
/a “pocket battleship” is at large. ‘The last state- 
ment declared that two of the three German 
vessels of this type are undergoing repairs, but 
itadded that if one is on the high seas it must 
nave ‘escaped the extremely Ught British 
blockade. ‘The possibility is that the maraud- 
Ing vessel is an armed merchantman and Ger- 
many for years has been experimenting with 
{the Use of alreraft on merchant vessels, which 
might ‘explain the presence of the aeroplane, 
although this may prove merely a conjecture in 
[view of the definite statement of the Clement 
survivors. The most reassuring of all state- 
ments by the Admiralty in reference to the

Price of Peace 


By the time these lines appear in_ pri 
Miler will have made his speech in which it

If jts terms are no 
different from those reported to be current in 
high German ‘quarters it is not surprising that 
Hl Duce refuses to have anything to do. with 
them, for they are foredoomed to rejection at 
the hands of the Allies. ‘There is some speculs. 
jtion as to how Herr Hitler will present his 
[peace plan. Some believe that he will indicate 
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his intentions in general terms and await reae= 
tions before being more explicit. That specula- 
tion will by now have been set at rest by the 
factual speech itself, but It is fairly sale to sug~ 
fest that, unless in his offer Herr Miller very 
[closely approximates what are already known 
Jas the essentials without which the question of 
peace cannot even be considered by the Allie 
his speech will have been nothing but a mean- 
ingless gesture so far as the outside world is 
‘concerned, though it may stil be fraught with 
considerable domestic significance. ‘There is 
Jabout this Intest speech one gratifying feature, 
Jand that is that it has been awaited without any 
Janxiety whatever. There is no longer much 
concern as to what Herr Hitler is going to say 
next or how his policy is going to be affected, 
[Committed as he now is to war, by reason of 
his own actions, the ending of ii reste entirely 
with himself. “Immediate peace can be obtained 
Jat a price which involves his own removal {rom 
Jonice and the eradication of the form of gov- 
jernment which he has set up. Merely his own 
resignation would not be sufficient. His accom- 
plices have to go as well, and Germany given 
fan opportunity of ‘securing that freedom which 
is cherished by the democracies, and in which 
Jalone a country can be expected effectively 10 
work out its own destiny. Perpetwation of the 
[Nazi system under Marshal Goering would not 
meet Allied requirements, for the peace of 
[Europe demands that those who have busily 
been engaged in destroying it shall have no. 
further opportunity to repeat "thelr ghastly 
Jexperiment. 

















Possible Parallel 
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[The answer of the Allies to the peace feelers 
Jof 1918 was best expressed in the words of 
President Wilson, whose indictment of the 
[governments of the Central Empires applies 
with equal force today to the Reich. It is 
probable that when Mr. Chamberlain comes to 
{reply to Herr Hitler it will be along similar lines 
to that ‘adopted by the American President:

Mr. Winston Churchill 


Opponents to the inclusion of Mr. Winston 
Churehill in the British Cabinet must now be 
feeling abashed at the wonderful impression he 
hhas made since he took over the porttolio of 
First Lord of the Admiralty, He has proved to 
be one of the best tonies the nation has re 
‘ceived since the war started, and nobody who 
read or heard his speech over the BBC, broad- 
feasts can have failed to be stimulated by the 
utterances of a great man to a great people 
engaged in a great cause, Unusual times produce 
unusual men but in this case Mr. Churchill 
seems to have been the opportune choice wait~ 
ing for the times to utilize his services. Always 
a forceful speaker, clothing his thoughts and 
ideas in eloquent language, bold, daring, master 
‘of the pungent phrase In political debate, in 
his last speech he appeared in a new light, con 
scious of the new role he is occupying and acutely 
‘appreciative of the confidence ‘his words would 
instil not only in the United Kingdom, nor in 
the British Empire, but throughout the world 
where Britons are living in distant places and 
where neutrals, cognisant of the issues involved 
In the titanic ‘struggle ahead, awaited such a 
message. In Shanghal—which is among the 
most distant of British communities measured 
eographically but not spiritually—there was 
‘widespread comment and admiration yesterday, 
“Ho is the greatest man we have in Britain 
today,” was one remark. This did not mean 
‘any tiepreeiatory reference to Mr. Chamberlain, 
the Prime Minister, whose fulfilment of a great 
burden of duty, with dignity, quietness and 
JArmness, has also gained him Universal respect, 
but it represents acknowledgement of a ve-in: 
vigoration of spirit which may have declined 
Somewhat under the elrcumstances of aim 
[pending catastrophe. Mr. Churehill once repeat 
fed tho phrase of a great orator when, referring 
to a political opponent, he said he’ way “ine 
foxicated by the exuberance of his own ver 
bosity.” Such was not the ease on Sunday. Tn 
fhimscit he personified the re-aflirmation of 
reat principles. “We have been told that we 
fare effete Democracies, Our reluctance to ght 
was mocked as cowardice, but now we have 
begun, and with the help o€ God and with the 
Jconviction that we are defenders of civilization 
fond freedom, we are going on to the end,” he 
said. That precisely répresents the feeling of 
fall British peoples.

PEACE PROSPECTS 
Oct. 4. 

When Herr Hitler makes his expected 
speech before the Reichstag, either on 
‘Thursday or Friday, he will already know 
the altitude of the ‘British Government to- 
wards the peace offensive which he launched 
following the capture of Warsaw. For that 
reason it may be a very different oration 
feom what the world expects at the moment, 
for it has been suggested that if Mr. Cham- 
berlain is as forthright in the House of 
Commons on the subject as Mr. Winston 
‘Churchill was in his broadcast on Sunday 
night Herr Hiller will know beforehand that 
his overtures for peace will be rejected. It 
is expected by some that if this is the ease 
he will desist from his peace offensive. That 
does not appear to be very likely, for he has 
to consider the psychological effect of a 
Peace offensive upon the people over whom, 
unfortunately, he rules. It is just as neces- 
sary, now, as it has been all along, to con- 
vinee the’ propaganda-fed German people 
that they are indeed victims of aggression, 
and that the Reich has been fighting only in 
self-defence. The vamped up tales of atroci- 
ties by Poles against Germans in the Press 
campaign which preceded the invasion of 
Poland was necessary for the same purpose. 
‘Some sort of thin veneer of alleged right 
has {o cover the forays of the German Gov- 
ernment, and it will be necessary for Herr 
Hitler to formulate his peace terms, so that, 
if they are rejected, he will be able to show 
his people how his own pacifie ideas are 
thwarted by the Allies who are bent upon 
the destruction of the German nation. With 
such a fiction he will hope to whip the whole 
©f Germany into a state of indignation 
which will bring to him a rather warmer 
support for war than it is alleged is apparent 
‘within the confines of his country. He is not 
likely then to abandon his peace offensive, 
for, even if he realizes there is little chance 
of its success, it still would have a certain 
propaganda value which could not lightly be 
disregarded. He has to continue endeavour- 
ing 10 fool the German people all the time, 
and one of the best methods of doing that 
at present is to delude them into thinking 
that instead of fighting a war of aggression 
they are indeed fighting in self-defence. 

‘The firm attitude which the Allies have 
adopted, towards this latest mancuvre of 
Herr Hitler is reported to be seriously dis- 
‘concerting official quarters in Berlin who, at 
any rate for a while, believed in the pos- 
sibility of an early peace as a sequel to the 
German bluff. No other word can be used 
to describe this latest development. With a 
striking vietory over the Poles—with, of 
course, the assistance of the Russians,—Herr 
Hitler’ apparently hoped to impress Great 
Britain and France with the terrors of a 
continuation of war, and so to influence pub- 
ic opinion in those countries that their 
Governments would be obliged to adopt. a 
more amenable attitude towards him. The 
knowledge of the psychology of Britions and 
Frenchmen which Herr Hitler, and his ad- 
visers appear to possess is faulty in the ex- 
treme. Those two nations have been outrag- 
ed to the core by German behaviour, first 
in precipitating war, and then in the ‘man- 
ner of its conduct ;’ they are no longer to 
be bluffed, and if Mr. Chamberlain follows 
in his speech the lines of Mr. Winston 
Churchill in his Sunday broadeast—and it 
fs believed he will, for obviously the latter 
did not say what he did without the fore- 
Knowledge and consent of the Prime Minis- 
or,—he will merely be voicing the decision 
of ‘the nation to stand firmly beside France 
in the rejection of any compromise which 
leaves the burglar in possession of his swag. 
‘The sword which Herr Hitler has forced into 
unwilling hands will not now be lightly laid 
aside. In view of the history of the last two 
years it is obvious that it cannot be. Even 
the assurance of Herr Hitler, the man of so 
‘many assurances, that there is no other out- 
standing question between himself, and the 
Alllies, except the. question of colonies, docs 
not alter the situation. In the first piace it 
is impossible to believe him, and, in the 
second, a peace now would not prevent him 
indulging in precisely the same tacties direct 
ly he decided to bring the colonial issue to 
a head. It is not necessary in deseribing 
Herr Hitler to use the vehement words which 
‘Mr. Churehill used, but it may be pointed 
‘out that past perfidies permit of no belief 
that any guarantee which Herr Hitler, could 
give in his peace offensive as to the future 
could be of any value whatever. 

‘That is the seriousness of the situation. 
‘The man whom a short year ago told the 
world that he had-no further territorial 
ambitions in Europe has with the assistance 
of Russia crushed and partitioned a gallant 
people. What possible faith can now be 
placed in a man who has dishonoured his 
word in such a fashion, and that not for 
the first time? Even if Herr Hitler were to 
restore Poland to her former integrity as a 
part of his peace terms, something quite 
unthinkable, it would not even then be pos- 
sible to plice any faith in him whatever, 
except the faith that sooner or Tater he would 
again break his word. That being the case, 
fas it manifestly is, what peace of any dur- 
ability can possibly be reached so long as he 
and his henehmen remain in power? The 
‘answer is obvious—none, and the issue now 
is not that of Poland alone but whether 














Europe and the world at large are to put 


a stop to this man's activities once and for 
all, or to submit to continual blackmail of 
the type with which the world has become 
‘all too familiar through his activities. By 
the time these lines appear in print, Mr. 
‘Chamberlain will have made known to 
‘the world the attitude of the British Gov- 
ernment. If he declares its decision to con- 
tinue the struggle until Herr Hiller and his 
regime is destroyed there will be no cause 
for surprise, even though there will be very 
real regret that this tragedy will have to 
be carried through fo the last hour of act. 
Despite that regret he will have behind him 
the support of the whole of the British Em- 
pire in the determination that this evil thing 
which has sprung up in Europe shall be 
rooted out once and for all. France will 
stand solidly beside Great Britain in that de- 
cision; attempts to drive a wedge between 
the two have failed miserably, and in their 
‘common peril they realize they face a sys- 
tem which were it allowed to prevail would 
rob them of all that liberty of which they 
have fought for centuries past. The issue 
is simple and straightforward. If peace of 
‘any permanency is to be brought to a hor- 
ribly distracted world the activities of Herr 
Hitler and his accomplices have to be stop- 
ped, and the wrongs which they have com- 
mitied righted. ‘That cannot be done by 
‘acquiescing in any precarious peace which 
Herr Hitler now seeks to foist upon Europe. 











COMMONS DEBATE 
ct, 5. 

Nothing could possibly have been more 
impressive than the statement made by Mr. 
Neville Chamberlain in the House of Com- 
mons on Tuesday and the manner it which 
it was received by the members. In 
unimpassioned review of the situation the 
Prime Minister outlined what was being 
done, the success which had already attend- 
ed British endeavours with regard to the 
protection of shipping and the suppression 
fof the submarine menace, and the transport 
of a large British army ‘to France without 
sustaining any easvalties en route. It speaks 
volumes for the efficiency of the British 
‘organization that such a feat could be per 
formed despite the activities of the enemy. 
The whole survey was a businesslike specch 
accepting the prospects of a prolonged war. 
and showing what arrangements had been 
made to prosecute it to a successful con 
clusion. Mir. Lloyd George struck a wrong 
note. He is not usually maladroit in the 
House of Commons, and there must be some 
‘speculatidn as to what lies behind his ill- 
timed statement. His suggestion that the 
government might come to a hurried con- 
‘clusion over any peace overtures which Herr 
Hitler may make, and his further remark 
that it was clear’ that something would be 
offered going far beyond Poland, and that! 
there were certain questions which would 
have to be considered, were preludes 10 9 
request that when the Prime Minister 
received a proposal,—one which was less 
‘suspect than anyt 
present—the House should be consulted in 
Secret ‘session. This created a sensation 











himself was far from desiring. ‘The as- 
surance given by the Prime Minister that 
if any such proposal were put forward the 
Government would not be in a hurry to 
answer it, is sufficient indication that any 
proposal which may be put forward will be 
carnestly considered, and that the House 
‘would have ample opportunity of consider~ 
ing any proposals which may be put for- 
ward. A Parliament fully apprised of what 
is happening, and wholeheartedly behind 
the policies of the Cabinet would be, in 
such times as these, a veritable tower of 
strength, and it is clear that Mr. Chamber- 
Jain deserves that support. 

With Mr. Attlee's remark that while they’ 
must carefully examine every kind of peace 
offer, always remembering that the Govern- 
ment will have to deal with the realities, 
there will be nothing but agreement. It 
would be the height of recklessness to decide 
beforehand that no offer of peace could 
possibly be expected, for the only question 
‘which has to be decided is as to what 
price Herr Hitler is prepared to pay for 
peace which he apparently now so strongly 
desires. This is no longer a case in which 
the Allies can accept a peace which is in 
‘effect no peace at all but merely a cessation 
Of hostilities to await another time, and that 
point is emphasized by the Prime Minister 
when he said that no mere assurances from 
the present German Government could be 
acceptable, for they have proved too often 
in the past that their undertakings are 
worthless when it suits them that they 
should be broken. If that means anything 
at all it"is a declaration reaffirming what 
has already been said before that one of 
the essentials to any immediate settlement is 
that Herr Hitler; his accomplices, and his 
system must go. The Allies are determined 
that the rule of violence must cease, and 
that the words of Governments once pledged 
must heneeforth “be _ kept. International 
friendship cannot be based on such worthless 
a currency as the scraps of paper which 
have figured too largely in contemporaneous 
German history. Sovereignty cannot be 
permitted to retain qualities which pen 
‘any nation to be a law unto itself, providing 

feels strong enough to test the strength 
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of others, for even sovereitgnty,—that is real 
sovereignty,—is subject to the laws of common’ 
deceney, stich laws as those for which Great 
Britain and France and indecd most of the 
nations of the world stand. ‘The issue at 
stake is a great one. How it is decided will 
either restore orderly processes to the world. 
‘or condemn it to endless struggle, and appal- 
1s chaos. 

‘There is only one set of criteria by which 
any proposal emanating from Herr Hitler 
can be judged. If the principles of righte- 
ousness, justice, humanity can be satisfied 
by ‘any Suggestion he puts forward then, 
but only if there can be effective guarantees 
that the German Government will abide by: 
its word, can there be any possibility of 
peace. It is doubtful whether anything that 
Herr Hitler can offer could ever satisfy the 
test which those principles envisage, and the 
more the subject is studied the more it becomes 
apparent that the only future safeguard of 
Europe is that he, and those with him shall 
be deprived of any further power for evil. 
There is at present current a suggestion that 
Moscow, Rome and Berlin between them 
may be’ able to devise an offer which would 
confer seeming success upon the Allies while 
‘securing to M. Stalin and Herr Hitler the 
spoils of thelr outrageous conduct. ‘That 
looks very much like an attempt to cozen 
children “with comfits, and, in the face of 
such realists as the French, and such dis~ 
illusionment as that which the British Gov- 
ernment has endured, is doomed to failure: 
What possible success can the Allies have 
obtained so long as a dismembered Poland 
lies at the feet of Russia and Germany, what 
achievements for peace can have’ beer 
secured so long as small, proud nations ¥é 
main beaten down into the dust as Czecho- 
slovakia, what certainty for the future can 











‘sn exist while men’ such as those which com- 


prise the German Government are allowed. 
to give reign to thelr inordinate ambitions 
‘at the expense of their neighbours? The 
aecount is a long and tragic one which Herr 
Hider will have to pay for peace, for a. 
peace on any other basis would be for the 
Allies one of bitter dishonour, and Der 
Fuchrer, charm he never s0 wisely, cannot 
‘charm away that very patent and ‘uncom- 
fortable fact. Hence the steadfast display 
of determination by British and French 
leaders. ‘They are facing the realities of a 
‘wagic situation, and thelr concentration is 
not likely to be diverted by any face-saving 
bauble, such as, it is reported, is being con= 
templated.

ranged from full” page announcements of 
ies willing to insure property against 
damage to suppliers of motor ear seces= 
sories announcing new metal sereens for 
headlights, so arranged as to present a mere 
ible above eye level at 
few yards. ‘The newspapers 
yemselves shrunk. ‘The “Daily Mail” went 
down to eight pages, though it has been en- 
larged since, and, mirabite dietu, has the front 
page, usually devoted to advertising, now 
displaying the principal news of the day. 
“The Times” dropped to sixteen pages, and 
‘on September 9 carried on its front ‘page 
that tragic reminder of the last war under 
the death announcement column the heading 
“On Active Service,” announcing the deaths 
of a fying oMcer, and a naval cadet of 
seventeen, lost averboard, 
In less than a week from the commence 
ment of wor no fewer than 1,317,000 people 
hhad been moved out of the thickly populated 
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Aistriets, and schools in the evacuation areas 
were just about ready to prove to the 
youngsters that this war was not going to be 
‘one long, glorious holiday for them. That 
‘there wai still some order in Europe was 
shown by the fact that the B.B.C. was able 
to relay a broadcast of orchestral music from 
Turin, Wally Marks, British golf profession 
al at the Bergisch Land Golf Club in Ger- 
many managed to escape from that country 
by getting himself accepted by an air line 
for twansmission C.O.D,, and in various cities 
‘the police were rounding up offenders against 
the black-out regulations. That the author 
ties have been provided with very ample 
powers was demonstrated at Portsmouth, of 
all places, where the police closed two hotels 
temporarily for disregarding warnings to 
Black out properly. It was announced that 
‘offenders in this respect could be closed 
down for a year if necessary, so that the 
punishment for anything calculated to im- 
peril the lives of others is likely to be severe, 
‘which is as it should be. ‘There is a chance, 
however, that action will be taken even be- 
fore the police get busy, for it was reported 
from Birmingham that hostile crowds threat 
‘ened people who were found not conform~ 
ing to the regulations. After about a couple 
of air raids it will be a very foolish person 
who runs the risk of offending the crowds 
by permitting a light to be seen. What with 
‘eyelists being obliged to carry rear lights in- 
stead of the usual reflectors, and kerbs being 
painted white everything is being done to 
make vision possible in the dark, and there 
is a pleture of Sir Nevile Henderson, former 
Ambassador to Germany, carrying ‘a black. 
‘and white “black-out stick” as he went to 
Downing Street. 

Paris had jumped into its war-time stride 
within a week, For a few days the general 
mobilization meant the closing down of big 
restaurants, bars, theatres, cinemas and the 
sudden halting of the social round. All that 
has since changed with a relaxation of the 
regulations; Paris is regaining its gaiety, but 
whether it 'likes it or not, has to go to bed 
fat 11 pam. If it does not there is nothing 
to amuse it, ‘The Folies Bergixe and the 
Casino de Paris were closed probably to be 
reopened by the time troops come back 
from the front line for thelr first leave. Old 
time artistes, who were practically forgotten, 
fare being rounded up, while the market is 
good for comedians who can imitate Hitler. 
Others needed for France's war time con- 
cert parties are being advised to brush up 
thelr English. Another sign that Paris was 
feeling herscit again was the reappearance 
of plenty of taxieabs on the street, the list 
of colours, which include yellow, red, green 
‘and cream (axis being added to'by the ap- 
pearance of some more tastefully done in 
mauve, Even the modistes are not down- 
hearted.

A SINISTER TALE 
Oct, 7. 

IL is to be oped that the American steamer 
Iroquois will escape the fate which apparent- 
ly the German navy has in mind for her. 
Carrying a full list of American refugees on 
board she left Ireland on October 2 for the 
United States, and the German naval com- 
mander-in-chief has notified Washington that 
‘when the ship nears the United States she 
will be sunk “through a repetition of the 
eireumstanees which marked the loss of the 
Athenia.” ‘That isa most unfortunate. 
phrase, for American representatives carry 
ing out investigations into the sinking of the 
Athenia, definitely expressed the opinion 
that that vessel was sunk as a result of action 
by a German submarine. Coupling, there- 
fore, that fact with the German admission 
of the. circumstances which will attend 
the contemplated sinking of the Iroquois the 
Government of the United States should be 
in no doubt, should the vessel be destroyed 
according to the German forecast, as to 
Where responsibility should lie. ‘That is the 
only possible conclusion which ean be drawn 
from the action of the’ German commander. 
It amounts to a warning that the Iroquois 
will be sunk, and an attempt beforehand to 
pin the blame on the Allies. ‘The sinister 
nature of the whole matter is that should 
the Germans succeed in carrying out their 





intention, without the vessel committing the 
fell deed being captured, and identified, the 
‘onus will be placed upon the Allies of 
proving the most difficult thing in-the world, 
—a negative, the fact that they did not do 
it, It is an’ old trick. ‘There is between 
this warning to the United States’ Govern- 
ment and certain circumstances attending 
the sinking of the Lusitania in the last wat 
a striking degree of similarity, for it will be 
remembered that there was in German 
quarters in New York, foreknowledge of 
what was going to happen to that unhappy 
vessel, some people in fact being warned 
against travelling in her. 

It was the existence of this foreknowledge 
in the case of the Lusitania which helped 
to place the blame upon German shoulders, 
though that was really not necessary for the 
Germans admitted and glorified the action, 
seeking only to defend what they did by 
claiming that the vessel carried contraband 
of war, and that they were consequently 
justified in sinking her. But, it has to be 
emphasized, that It was known in German 
circles that'she was going to be sunk on that 
particular voyage, just as it is apparently 
known by the German naval command that 
the Iroquois is to be destroyed in the course 
of the next few days. It follows by dedue- 
tion that if the British Government contem- 
plated anything so foul, and it must be 
pointed out that it has not yet descended to 
the sinking of neutral vessels, the Reich 
must be exceptionally well placed to obtain 
information concerning the inner councils of 
Whitehall. That in itself is just as much an 
absurdity’ as this attempt to embroil the 
Allies with the United States, and the in~ 
credulity with which the information has 
been received in Washington is thoroughly 
Justified, If the Iroquois is in fact sunk the 
‘only people who could have done it will 
be those with this knowledge which the 
German naval command professes to have. 
The scheme is not without its ingenious 
aspects. Should the vessel reach port un- 
seathed, the Germans will be able to claim 
that it was because of their warning that 
the British Government was forced to hold 
its hand, and the picture of Herr Hitler going 
out of his way to protect the lives and pro- 
erty of a neutral country will doubtless be 
presented to the world. ‘That would indeod 
be a pretty picture were the world complete- 
ly ignorant of all that has happened during 
‘the last few years, but there are few 
who will be fooled by any such manceuvre. 
It fs far too clumsy and obvious in every one 
of its aspects. No clearer indication of Ger- 
man intention could possibly be given than 
by this warning, and even if the Iroquois is 
not sunk, the Reich will undoubtedly seek to 
‘make propaganda capital out of a very trans- 
parent device. 

‘The question naturally arises as to why 
this move should have been made at this 
Particular juncture. ‘The immediate objec- 
tive seems to be to bring about such a state 
of public opinion in the United States that 
the amendment of the Neutrality Act, which 
President Roosevelt so earnestly desires, will 
be frustrated. ‘Therein lies the reality’ that 
the Iroquois is in grave danger of being 
sunk. Should she be there would be prob- 
ably great reluctance to proceed with the 
necessary legislation which is now being 
debated until the guilt, one way or the other, 
had been definitely’ established. If the 
United States could be forced into a state of 
hostile neutrality so far as the Allies were 
concerned, the Reich would have obtained a 
very important success, should they be in- 
duced to go even further than that and 
‘abandon neutrality the case of the Allies 
would indeed be a serious one, and Herr 
Hitler and his accomplices are not the men 
to let the fate of a few hundred American 
citizens stand in the way of achieving their 
ambitions. ‘There is one other point which 
needs to be borne in mind. ‘The sinking of 
the Lusitania was one of ‘the gravest mi: 
takes which Germany made during the last 
war. It was an error of the first magnitude 
and led to a train of circumstances which 
ultimately brought the United States into 
the war on the side of the Allies. With that 
historical knowledge, is it to be believed for 
fone moment that Great Britain would run 
the risks of something similar happening 
should it be found guilty of any such outrage 
such as this of which the German naval 
commander has such intimate knowledge ? 
‘The Germans might very well make a mis- 
take a second time. ‘They have on occasions 
done it, but to think that Britain would be 
guilly of such a criminally foolish act is to 
assume something which cannot be justified 
no matter how British character is regarded. 
‘The world may rest assured that if the 
Iroquois is indeed molested it will not be 
by any British vessel ; there is too much to 
be lost by any such ‘stupid proceeding. If 
there is any intention of sinking the Iroquois, 
itis in the mind of the German Government. 














A VAGUE OFFER 
Oct. 9. 
It would seem that Great Britain and 
France have no alternative than to reject the 
vague peace offers which have been put for- 
ward by Herr Hitler. Beyond the assertion 
that he desires peace, and the old familiar 
refrain that he has no further claims in 
Europe, ie has made no contribution to the 





‘cause of peace, and in fact himself denies its 
possibility because what he very clearly is 


desirous of is complacent recognition of the 
new conditions he, and Russia have brought 
‘about in eastern ‘Europe, and what would 
Jamount to a surrender by the Allies of those 
principles for which they have been obliged 
{fo take up arms. Of the historical review | 
of what led up to the outbreak of war one 
example of the perversions of truth with 
Which the whole’ speech abounds may be 
quoted. He speaks of the launching of an 
‘offensive on Germany territory by the Poles. 
Nothing, of course could be further from the 
truth, and that one example may be taken as, 
2 specimen of the distortions of fact to which 
Herr Hitler is addicted. The speech was un- 
doubtedly good stuff for consumption by 
People who have had no opportunity of 
Requiring that information by" which the 
veracity of his statements could be tested, 
but abroad, where both sides of the matter 
are more generally known, it will be regard 
fed as making no progress in the cause of 
Peace, and indeed doing something towards 
making a continuation of hostilities more of 
certainty. Judging from all that has hap- 
pened in the past, and the reliance which can 
be placed in the assurances of the German 
leader, practically all the neutral countries in 
Europe should now be suffering the greatest 
anxiety. ‘The ‘Baltic States, Scandinavia, 
Denmark, Holland, Belgium, Switzerland, 
‘Yogoslavia, Hungary are all assured that only 
the friendliest sentiments inspire the Reich 
Government towards them. "Such assurances 
in the past have been the precursors of 
hostile action, and these soft sayings cannot 

the circumstances arouse anything but the 
liveliest apprehension. Herr Hitler's word is, 
not fo be. trusted, and if any of the nations 
mentioned rely on what he has said, they will 
be living in a fool's paradise. Belgium and 
Holland would do well to look to thelr de- 
fences, for it may very well be that his re- 
ference to them is designed merely to lull 
them into a sense of false security. 

Mention of Italy serves to 
peculiar operations of the dictator's mental- 
ity. He speaks of the conclusion of a politi- 
cal and ideological pact between the two 
countries, while there is in existence an un- 
derstanding with Russia which is most clearly 
Italy's ideological enemy. With France Herr 
Hitler declares he always sought to suppress 
causes of discord, and often expressed ad- 
miration for France's historic feats. A mere 
sop of words when compared with his de- 
claration in “Mein Kampf" that France was 
Germany's irreconcilable enemy. His refer- 
ence to Great Britain is almost the pathetie 
Femonstrance of an injured innocent. “My 
efforts to reach an understanding ‘with that 
country,” he sald, “were untiring. I never 
‘wronged Britain's interests. British states- 
‘men have no reason to treat us like enemies. 
Thave done my best to bring our two peoples 
closer by reason and sentiment.” ‘The most 
outstanding endeavour along these lines was, 
of course, the betrayal of the Munich Pact. 
‘No statesman of any country can have much 
friendliness for the head of another whose 
word is no assurance whatever for any 
stability of the relations based upon it. ‘The 
repeated breaches of undertakings, and ag- 
gression to which Herr Hitler has resorted, 
without the slightest justification whatever, 
make it impossible to regard anything which 
hhe might say without the gravest suspicion, 
if not complete realization that he is not to 
be relied upon. Again, here is another in= 
stance of this man’s iitter inability to tell 
the truth, “The destruction of the Versailles 
diktat,” he is reported to have said, "may 
have been painful for some, but it was ac- 
‘complished without bloodshed, and isa boon 
for humanity.” ‘To that a Poland drenched 
with blood, and subjected to a type of war- 
fare, to which the American Ambassador to 
Warsaw has given ample and striking 
testimony, must be the answer. As for it 
being a boon for humanity, if the subjection 
of a proud people, who have just as much 
right to self-determination as the Germans 
themselves have, is indeed in Herr Hitler's 
mind any such thing then he is very much 
alone in his opinion, 

‘There is throughout the length of his speech 
nothing to be found in the nature of a 
conerete peace proposal “unless it is some 
thing requiring the complete acceptance of 
the existing situation by Great Britain and 
France, and consent to allow Herr Hitler to 
get away with his ill-gotten booty. He has 
‘on his side offered nothing. Nothing he men- 
tGons does anything to remove from Europe 
the threat of aggression which he has used 
8 a diplomatic instrument for these last two 
years. ‘There are no guarantees, not even 
Promises that foree would not again be used 
In the future directly Herr Hitler could con- 
ceive of some new issue in which he could 
use it, and there is certainly nothing in the 
speech to suggest that he desires anything 
but a complete military and political 
hegemony over the whole ot Europe to be 
‘obtained by the threat of aggressive applica 
tion of foree. That is not the judgment of 
Great Britain and France alone. A certain 
amount of sympathy with Herr Hitler's 
speech is to be found in quarters from which 
it would ordinarily be ‘expected, but the 
general finding of the world at large is that 
hie has in fact made no contribution to the 
cause of peace, but has rather helped to 

















‘make more certain the continuance of war. 
It has been said that Herr Hitler will await 
worldwide reaction to this speech of his be- 
fore going further with his peace offensive. 
By now it should be quite clear to him that 
if he has no more to offer, than he has up 
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to the present tendered, any further steps 
which he might take will be just as. likely 
to fail as this one undoubtedly will. ‘The 
real question, however, is whether this man 
can ever offer anything which would be 
ceptable. On the face of it there appears 
to be nothing except his removal from office 
‘and the establishment of a government in 
Germany in which it would be possible to 
place some degree of confidence. That is not 
possible with Herr Hitler's regime, one 
‘which has dishonoured its undertakings more 
frequently than it has honoured them. This 
speech presents nothing tangible in the in- 
terests of peace ; it is unlikely that anything 
he may say in the near future will be any 
different, and the world may find itself set~ 
fled down to a long struggle before he is 
prevailed upon to change his tune. That 
should not“ alter the determination of the 
Allies. This war has been forced upon them, 
‘The vague, obscure terms which have been 
put forward are those of a vietor in a fight 
which has not yet really begun, and it is 
possible that much blood will have to be 
shed, much suffering endured before a peace 
acceptable to the democracies can be 
secured. ‘The responsibility for that will not 
be theirs ; it will lie at the door of the only 
‘man responsible—Herr Hitler. 














THE PEACE CAMPAIGN 
Oct, 10. 

‘There are indications that, asa follow-up 
to Herr Hitler’s speech of last Friday, there 
will be an energetic campaign for the pur- 
pose of endeavouring to persuade the de- 
‘mocracies that, after all, thelr best interests, 
and those of Europe at ‘large will be served 
by concluding a peace with the Reich as 
quickly as possible, and along the lines which 
have been indicated, Hence the talk that “if 
war continues Europe will be_irremediably 
lost to Bolshevism ; National Socialism will 
succumb, but the Western Powers also,” and 
the argument, that is now being put forward, 
that “for the sake of the common salvation 
of Europe," a speedy peace should be reach- 
ed. Having betrayed everything ideological 
for which he stood, Herr Hitler is now faced 
with the fact that he has permitted Soviet 
Russia to come right up to the borders of 
the Reich, has given Moscow domination 
from the Baltic to the Black Sea in all those 
countries in which he proposed to be pre~ 
dominant, and has’ permitted to arise in 
eastern Europe a Power which but a few 
weeks ago he would nover have tolerated. 
‘The thirty pieces of silver for which all this 
was done consist of rather less than halt 
Poland, the speedy conclusion of the Polish 
campaijn and some problematical agreement 
concerning supplies which may or may not 
be forthcoming from Russia, dependent upon 
entirely how far that country is able to fulfll 
her agreement, and how Germany is able to 
pay for what she receives. Communism, 
which was latent beneath the terror, begins 
to stir afresh, and the German Government 
will find themselves handicapped in dealing 
with it for fear of antagonising thelr very 
odd _bedfellow. ‘The danger of Communism 
to Germany is a very real one ; it may b 
come more real as the weeks ‘and months 
of warfare, which appear to be ahead, pro- 
gress, and-there are signs that in Germany 
itself there are those who see the writing 
fon the wall, and begin to realize the serious 
predicament in which the policies of Herr 
Hitler have landed the country. ‘The situa- 
tion is indeed serious for Herr Hitler and 
his following, for he has undons the work 
of the last six years and unloosed afresh in 
Germany the powers of Communism which 
he declared it was his holy mission to 
destroy. 

‘All this is a measure of his own despera- 
tion. He fears the outcome of the struggle 
with the Allies, and, searching high and low 
for assistance to avoid defeat, has made the 
pilgrimage to Canossa. He’ has humbled: 
himself to the Kremlin, and now secks to 
impress the world that ‘for the salvation, of 
Europe from the menace which he has 
brought into it, it is necessary to make peace 
with him. ‘The threat may be expressed in 
other terms. Unless Europe agrees to a new 
order of his determination, it runs the risk 
of another new order of commiunistic dicta- 
tion, Acceptance of his latest fait accompli 
is demanded at the risk of plunging the 
whole of Europe into the furnace of ideolo~ 
gical destruction, But against this it must 
be remembered that the Allies are equally 
determined to establish a new order in 
Europe, one in which perfidy shall be re- 
placed with good faith, an order in which it 
will be possible again for the nations, to 
place some regard in the undertakings ot 
‘one to the other, an order in which the rule 
of law shall ‘again prevail. Shall such 
ideals be abandoned for a period while Herr 
Hitler seeks to digest what he has already 
bitten off and prepares himself for another 
onslaught upon the security of Europe, if 
not of the whole world? Is it not better to 
face the evils with which he threatens 
Europe, and fight until they are destroyed as 
they deserve to be? A Europe of Herr 
Hitler's fashioning can’ be little worse than 
that envisioned by the Communists, and both 
of them from a democratic point of view are 
intolerable. One of the causes for Allied re- 
luctance to take up arms against Herr Hitler 
was the risk that, should he be defeated, a 
revolution in Germany which would throw

Jchwang, ‘Nenking and Tientsin, returning to 
[Shanghai as Consul-General at’ the beginning 
Jof the last decade, Retiring from the Japanese 
Jeonsular service, Mr. Funatsu remained in 
[Shanghai and energetically set out to servo 
Jnot only his own rationals but the community 
[at large, and for years he was a hard working 
member’ of the Municipal Counc! 
fadviee was always in demand and respected. 
}With a ready capacity for making friends he 
was greatly liked by all with whom he came 
Jn contact, and the large numbers who realized 
land esteemed the character of the man was to 
be seen in the big attendance at a recent 
cocktail party at which he said goodbye to 
them.

For well over two years now 
Chinavhas been doing her utmost 19 withstand 
the Japanese invasion, and, during the past 
year, the Japanese have made no very apprec! 
fable ‘progress in the interior of China. That may 
‘be because Japan does not desire to increase, 
her commitments in that area, but rather to

Jconsolidate the gains which have already been 
made. In that she may be wise, for it is clear 
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tha: the more deeply Japanese armies penctrate 
jnto western China the greater do the difficul- 
ties ‘become. “That the Chinese have fought 
with the greatest determinaion is admitted by 
the whole world, and their armies, neither so 
[welt equipped nor so well trained as the 
Japanese, have given such an account of them= 
[selves that the Chinese may well be proud. At 
the ‘moment a state of stalemate has been 
reached, and large numbers of Chinese them- 
selves as well as foreigners are wondering whe- 
ther i would not be possible to put a termina 
tion to the present state of affairs, and seek. to 
[bring about a beticr understanding between the 
two nations. Both sides at’ the moment clill 
[appear determined to continue until thelr will 
prevails, and if this determination is adhered to 
there may still be years. of unnecessary and 
expensive warfare ahead. That various schemes 
{or peace have been put forward from time to 
time’ is well known, but it does not appear that 
fanything acceptable has at any time been sug- 
gested. With the hidcous spectacle of Europe on 
the verge of a general conflagration it is desit~ 
able that some method should be devised where- 
by ‘China and Japan ean compose their dlffer~ 
Jences, and put an end to a slate of affairs whieh 
{s doing no one'any good and enormous num~ 
bers of people considerable harm.

off his yoke might permit the establishment 
af a Communist Government, ‘That isk has 
at all times been apparent. It was one 
which it was desirable to but since 
Herr Hitler has left no alternative it has now 
lo be faced. 

It is, consequently, too late now to threaten 
the Allies with the'terrors of the bogey he 
‘has conjured up. It was to be foreseen from 
the very moment of the announcement of the 
Russo-German anti-aggression pact, It has 
grown at the expense of Germany with 
astonishing rapidity. Herr Hitler himself 
realizes if, must have realized it when he 
made so complete a bouleversement of his 
Policy, probably understood it when he said 
that the signing of an alliance with Russia 
‘would be the precursor of war, which would 
mean the defeat of Germany. The facility 
with which he has made other prophecies 
come true must now inspire the anxiety, 
which he, and those close to him, apparently 
experience. He dare not yet mention the 
slogan “Peace with Germany for the salva- 
tion of Europe,” within the confines of his 
own country, for it would be so complete 
an admission of the desperate lengths to 
which he has been forced in order to hang 
fon to the spoils he has secured at the ex- 
pense of the Poles. To the world at large 
he will stand confessed as a political bank= 
rupl, with the list of his ruses and surategies 
rapidly nearing exhaustion. It may be ex- 
pected that in the course of the next few 
‘weeks his endeavours to persuade the Allies 
to stop military action will be intensified. 
His need for peace is urgent, ‘That way 
alone does the semblance of victory lie, for 
if he can emerge from the present impa 
with his share of Poland still in his posses 
sion, it will look as something of a gain to 
those who will fail to realize for some time 
fo come that this territorial expansion has 
bbeen gained at the cost of the surrender of 
ditional German policies and the accept- 
ance of a subsidiary role in the affairs of 
‘astern and south-eastern Europe. But Herr 
Hitler is not going to be permitted to pose 
as the Little Jack Horner of Europe, Me 
may have his thumb round the plum of half 
Poland, but he has not yet consolidated his 
possession of that fruit,” Peace mancuvres 
such as these are doomed to failure, ‘The 
Reich leader knows the Allies’ terms, ‘They 
are that he should either restore the stat 
quo or fight. ‘The choice is up to him, and 
hnot all the chicanery inthe world will 
absolve him from ullimately having to make

elds." 

‘Regording the terse statement made 
by the Japanese Government on 
September 4, in_ which Japan's 
neutrality in ‘the European conflict 
fand her determination to liquidate the 
Chinese hostilities were announced, 
JAdmiral Nomura said: 

‘Third Power Rights 

“When a war oceurs anywhere, a 
third Power not participating in’ it

Association Meets 


Shanghai, Oct. 3. 

In addressing the annual_ meeting 
of the Shanghai Anti-Tuberculosis 
Association, which was held at the 
‘American Womeo's Club yesterday. 
Dr. W, Palud, Commissioner of Public 
Health in the French Concession, 
pointed out that over 1,000 vaccina- 
tions against the dread disease have 
been “made in Shanghai with a 
vaccine prepared according to the 
formula of the late Doctor Gaimette 
of the Pasteur Institute in Paris. 

‘The speaker pointed out that while 
the time which lapsed has not as yet 
permitted one to pass judgment “on 
the effieacy of the vaccine, particular 
ly in view of the fact that it has 
Become rather dificult to follow-up, 
among children who had been vae- 
inated, no case of tuberculosis was 
50 far reported. 

Dr. JH. Jordan, Commissioner of 
Public itealth of the Shanghal Muni 
cipal Counell, in addressing. yester- 
Gay's meeting, spoke of the remark 
able work done by the Association

Two Gasoline Lighters 





Shanghai, Oct. 4, 

Having to back out, because she 
was threatened by the flames sur 
rounding her from all sides, the fire 
float Huning fought one of the biggest 

woline fires ever to have been 
‘witnessed on the Whangpoo River 
late” on October 2, when two 
Tighters loaded with the highly inflam- 
mable liquid were reported on fire 
near Gough Island just before 9 
pm, the fire-float which left a few 
minutes later, arriving at the scene 
at 1020 p.m. 

All hope of saving the two lighters 
seemed gone, when all available 
hoser were put into action and due 
to their ecient work, the firemen 
managed to save one of the lighters, 
although the river at times seemed 
‘aflame, after a large number of tins 
had burst and were burning on the 
surface of the water, 

‘At one point, when the side of one 
of the lighters gave way to the in- 
tense heat, burning gasoline com- 
pletely surrounded the fire-float with 
the result that orders had to be 
flven to back out, for fear that the 
Huning might come to harm, An~

with was the fact that many burning 
tins were floating towards the shore 
with the retulting danger of fire on 
land, but this was also eliminated.

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Industrial Section Report for 
September 


‘The possibility of interruption in 
the supply of raw materials due to 
the outbreak of hostilities in Europe 
resulted In rapid rise In the prices 
of many commodities in use in 
‘Shanghai factories during the month, 
and introduced new difficulties into 
‘situation already suffering trom 
Adverse exchange. Speculation in 
certain raw materials caused prices 
to move erratically and rendered 
genuine factory purchases dificult. 
Many who do not customarily deal 
in commodities invested in. them 
since currency had lost its attrac 
tiveness, The high price of fuel con- 
{ributed further to the embarrass- 
‘ment of some enterprises. Neverthe- 
Tess there has not as yet descend 
ed any widespread unemployment, 
though’ there is some slackening 
‘The larger textile mills which obtain 
some supplies from nearby provinces 
sare active ; others have stocks of raw 
materials for” the present. One 
group of mills only” reduced the 
umber of its shifts to half. ‘The 
view was expressed by some textile 
interests that the slight improvement 
rogistered in the sterling value of. 
the dollar represented the margin 
between unprofitable and profitable 
management, ‘The dyeing industry 
suffered sharp increases in prices of 

iyestulls. One enterprise has begun 
to plan the local manufacture of a 
constituent In the dyeing industry 
how no longer able to be imported 
from Europe. Rubber shoe factories 
are greatly’ affected by recent events, 
‘There is restriction in the export of 
rubber trom Malaya which has {ur~ 
ther advanced in price by another 
80 per cont. Possibly only one-fifth 
‘of the rubber shoe factories axe work- 
Ing, and these on a part time basis 
‘ata time which is usually considered 
the rush ‘season for manufacture. 
Enamel ware factories, despite a

39. per 
‘ent. of the total occurring, were the 
Subject of detailed investigation and 
{instruetion in. prevention. 

‘Classified by. causes, 53, with one 
fatality, were associated with mach- 
finery moved by mechanical power. 
‘The fatal ease was that of a worker 
who was killed on a lift. “Two ac- 
eldents had olectrieal causes, with one 
fatality. ‘Three persons were injured 
through molten metal, one fatally. 20| 
were hurt by falling, four fatally, 
and 19 were struck by’ falling bodies. 

‘Classified by industries, "fatalities 
occurred as follows: metal industry, | 
fone; machinery and metal products, 
fone; buildings under construction, | 
fone; chemicals and allied products, | 
two' food, drinks and tobacco, one ;

two, ‘There were 23 accidenis in tex- 
tile’ operatioas but none were fatal 
‘and 21 in the machine trades.

‘There were twelve fires in indus 
trial undertakings, “Two persons lost 
thelr lives and three were injured, 
‘Three fires took place in the clothing| 
industry, (wo each in chemical and 
printing’ plants, with one each. in 
sclentiic instruments, glass, machine 
works, and woodworking industries, 
‘and one unclassified, 
Employer-Employee Relations. 

‘During September, eight Industriat 
isputes were mediated by the Ine

St—I noticed Reaven’s Imputa- 
tion ‘of the present world distress 
fo the bad faith now | prevailing 
among the international family in a 
correspondence which appeared in 
your column of September 26. He 
ays blame on the connivance of the 
powers at the Mudken incident foreed 
upon China by the Japanese mili- 
farists nine years ago. whieh, he 
reasoned, no doubt started this un- 
checked ‘epidemic of bad faith now 
rapidly spreading all over the world, 
Obviously along all earthly avenues, 
no truer or sounder ‘inference could 
be drawn regarding the world-wide 
tragedy of today other than the con- 
clusion he reached. 

However, in my humble opinion, 
1 should say that Reaoen is only 
partly right in his judgment of the 
eurrent events and he has merely 
gone half-way in tracing the real 
cause of the total trouble. To make 
it plain, he has revealed the im- 
mediate’ cause but not the remote— 
nay, fundamental—one of all human 
unrest since history records. ‘The 
turbulence and. terrors. of our 
day do not simply originate in 
developments of this or previous cen- 
turies, Nor does ancient or medieval 
history play any guiding part or 
determine the course of the Present 
‘age. ‘The fate of this world was all

‘Upon searching the Scripture, we 
would: readily be brought ‘home to 
the fact how repeatedly the human 
race has broken its covenant with 
God, the Creator, How many times 
hhas ‘our Lord réminded us” of our 
turning away from Him and warned 
us against the perils we are ap- 
proaching. It is nothing but the 
Initial break of faith of ours in God 
that first drives our universal an- 
eestors, Adam and. Eve, out of the 
precious garden of Eden and sends 
us right “down to this sin-laden 
‘world, ‘Through this transgression 
by the first pair of human race are 
death and all kinds of curses turned 
upon us. Why should we marvel at 
the hand-off ‘manner in which the 
totalitarian dictators tear off now-a- 
day the pacts and treaties they signe 
with their neighbouring or friendly 
powers and’ its subsequent panies 
now visiting upon us when we just

‘Sun-—Nature rewards all our virtues 
and” punishes all our sins, that is 
why there Js an old saying, “From 
penance to throne, and throne to 
hell.” ‘The latter part of the old say- 
ing comes out true when the rulers 
forget their duties, think themselves 
to be superhuman’ beings, the depu- 
ties of Almighty God, sent on earth 
by Him only to rule, while the peo- 
ple are to obey thelr ordersimplicitly, 
Whether right or wrong; when they 
are thoroughly sold to tyranny, tho- 
roughly cruel, and relentless in per- 
secuting the ‘unhappy. But as the 
punishments of nature, though sharp 
‘and inevitable, are sometimes delay- 
‘ed so long that the offender does not 
Fealize that the punishment is the 
result of the trespassing of natural 
law, it is necessary that reformative, 
deterrent and retributory punish- 
ments should be meted out to the 
offender.

warning. 

I will not quote here Mr, Steed 
against Mr. Steed. ‘The sage and 
meritorious old editor of “The Times" 
was one of the frst English journalists 
who recognized that the peace of 
Versailles was a bad and ‘peaceless 
peace, He cannot be earnest in his 
wish to restore the. fundamental 
faults he condemned himself, » 

‘There cannot be among us any dif- 
ference in our opinions on” Hitler 
‘and the Nazi régime, Favoured by 
the circumstances, a handful of un- 
hesitating adventurers succeeded in 
terrorizing my fatherland and the 
‘world, They prepared the war in 
fan unjustifiable manner. 1 do. not 
deny their successes; T deny and 
always have denied "their probity, 
and their punishment is a deep desire 
of all honest people. But if this 
punishment shall consist in a restitue 
lon of old faults which made  pos- 
sible this error, T call that not 
punishment but’ a stupidity, 

The German people is a very 
large and, in its heart, peaceful mass 
needing work and supportable condi- 
tions of life. No  justifed felings 

inst a régime will be permitted 
to hold back the Allies from a peace 
not forgetting this fundamental 
human justice to the people. Not 10 
restore but to correct the heavy faults 
of the treaty of Versailles—so I see in 
my mind the Allies as the real 
friends of the Germans, 

Not one of us is able to prophesy 
the finish of this terrible war. Some- 
times T fear it will Ieave Europe in 
two halves: a democratic half and a 
Bolshevist holt including Germany. 
Sometimes T hope the coming peace 
—<what_a happy word !—may bring 
the “accomplishment of the secret 
‘deat of us all: the United States of 
Europe. But it is impossible to 
Separate Germans from the reatiza- 
tion of this ideal, And in any case, 
the beginning of the war is not the 
right moment for propagating the res 
titution of the treaty of Versailles.

President Roosevelt indicated at his

Lost Promisory Note Suit

Described as an unusual ease be- 
‘cause of the fact that the: promissory 
hole, which bore out the. plaintif’s 
elnim, “had been lost, “apparently 
from’ the’ Registry of if.M, Supreme 
Court,” according “to counsel for 
plainti, “a moneylending action 
brought’ by-an Indian against a Bri- 
ish subject was heard before Judge 
Sir Allan Mossop in HLM. Supreme 
Court yesterday. 

‘According 10 ‘plaintify, Hari Singh, 
represented by Mr. Ranaid MeDonald, 
sum of $2,548 was, owing to him by 
George Serge Lamport, a British sub- 
Jeet of Freneh extraction, on a pro- 
missory note, ‘The money lent, he 
stated, was $1,300 while the total 
‘elnimed ‘represented the capital sum 
plus interest, Defendant, represented 
by Mr. K., Newman, denied the 
claim and stated. that he had paid 
the money and that the promissory 
note had been torn up by himself in 
the: presence of the plaintiff, 

Plainti, who deseribed himself ax 
the owner of the New Sikh Store at 
24 Miller Road, said that he paid 
‘over the money to Lamport, who 
Signed the promissory note with a 
man named Cammiade, ‘The note, 
the sald, was made out in the house 
of Pata Singh but the money was 
paid over at his own shop. 

Tn June, 1937 he brought an action 
against Patab Singh and the pro~ 
missory note was put in to show 
that Lamport owed him money. 
‘The note was handed to the Court 
‘and later witness went to the Court 
Registry and asked for it back. 
After @ search “in the fle he was 
told that {t could not be found. 





‘Asked ‘what was written on the 
promissory note, plaintif stated 
{hat it contained the words "Lent 


$1,300 with Interest “at 2 por cont. 
per month,” and the words "We, the 
Undersigned.” Cammiade’s name, he 
sald, appeared first and Lamport’s 
‘second. | 

‘Sometime in July 1998 witness saw 
Lamport in Broadway and in 1999 
he saw him in April or May. On 
the latter oceasion Lamport told 
witness that ‘he had no money. On 

















‘September 14 he again saw Lamport 
‘who then sald “Do you want to put 
mein Jail? I haven't got any 





money.” Witness then asked him 
where ‘Cammiade was and Lamport 
replied that he was in Poland. 

CFoss-examined by Mr. Newman, 
plointif’ stated that the money wa 
paid to Lamport and not to Cam- 
miade, There had been no payment 
from Cammiade and no action had 
been taken ngainst him as he had 
ett the city. IU Way entirely false 
to sugyest. that, ‘before he left, 
Cammiade had paid $1,900 and, in= 
terest and that he had given Cam- 
minde a roceipt. Lamport, also had 
not paid ‘aim $1,800 in the presence 
of one of the teachers of the college 
of which ke was principal at the 
time in Range Road. 

Ernest George Abbey, clerk of 
H. M. Supreme Court, stated that in 
the case of Hari Singh v. Patab 
Singh Lamport had been a witness 
for. Patab Singh, During cross 
examination a. promissory note 
simed by Lamport (other names 
‘mentioned included that of Cam- 
mmiade) was handed in. He believed 
that the note was for $1,300. Judge 
P. Grant Jones, he said, told the 
plaintiff that the promissory note had 
nothing to with ‘the case. 

‘Alter the case had been concluded 
hhe took the documents to the Re~ 
istry and he had a_faint recollee- 
tion of qiving some letters and the 
promissory note to Patab Singh. 
Hatt Singh also eame to the Registry, 
and asked for” the note.” Later 
Patab" Singh denied that he had 
received the note. 

Lamport, on oath, stated that he 
was employed by the Middleton For 
warding Ageney’ in Szechuen Road, 
formerly ceing principal of the 
Anglo-French College in Rane 
Rond. He stated that Cammiade was 
his friend and a loan was negotiated 
in 1925, Canumiade being the bor- 
rower. "Hari Singh lent the money 
‘dnd he agreed to act ‘as guarantor

‘An Indian moneylender's claim 
‘against a British subject was. dis 
‘missed by Judge Sir Allan Mossop in 
HLM. Supreme Court yesterday. Plaint- 
Mf in the case was Hari Singh, who 
described himself as proprivtor of the 
New Sikh Store at 24 Miller Road, 
‘and his claim was for a sum of $2,548 
which, he stated, was owing to him 
fon a promissory note by George 
Serge Lamport, British subject of 
French extraction. ‘The money lent, 
he alleged, was $1,300 while the total 
sum claimed represented the capital 
sum with interest. 

‘The only evidence taken at yester- 
day's hearing was that given by 
Patab Singh of 781 Point Road. He 
‘stated that he had known Mr. Lam= 
port since 104.. The latter came to 
hhim at the end of June 1935 and as 9 
result of what he sald witness. in 
troduced Hari Singh toa man named 
Cammiade, 

Later at witness's house Cammiade 
signed a promissory note for 1,300 
fn the prasonee of Harl Singh, Lam- 
ort, witness and witness's boy. 
Cammiade, he said, signed the note 
‘85 borrower and Lamport signed as 
‘guarantor. Hari Singh and Cammiade 
went to plaintiff's shop where’ the 
money was to be handed over but 
‘witness did not accompany them. He 
added that the sum borrowed. was 
$650 but a promissory note for double 
that amount had been written. 

Partab Singh continued that the 
sum of $050 was repaid at his home 
fn the early part of November, 1935, 
by Commiade In the presence of 
Lamport, Hari Singh and himself. 
Hari Singh, stated witness, sald that 
he could not find the promissory note 
Dut he signed a receipt for the full 
‘amount of $1,200 and this was given 
to.

He added that the pros 
in question had been handed into 
Court during a claim brought against 
him by Hari Singh in 1997. He had 
received two papers from Mr. Abbey. 
Clerk of the Court, he said, but th 
promissory note was not given to him 
as stated vy Mr. Abbey in. his 
evidence. 

‘Mr. Abbey, Partab Singh sald, later 
tasked him in the corridor, near the 
Court Regisiry, if he had got the pro 
missory note and witness produced 
the two papers which had been given 
to him and stated that he had. not 
received the note. He added “I never 
hhad it in my possession.” 

‘At the previous hearing of the case 
it was stated that the promissory note 
hhad ‘been “lost “probably from the 
Registry of the Court.” 

In his address, Mr. K. E. Newman,

Registrar in H.M. Police 
Court ‘yesterday that Sodagar Singh 
had used the sharp edge of an Indian 
spear with which he had struck his 
friend. This evidence was given dur~ 
Jing the hearing of the case In which 
Sodagar Singh is charged with 
‘assaulting Jetha Singh with a dan- 











| erous weapon. 


Bofore this witness gave evidence. 
the complainant, Jetha Singh, was 
cross-examined.’ He ‘stood by the 
story he had told in the witness box 
during the last hearing of the ease. 
and repeated that he only suspected 
the accused of striking him, and that 
he was “out of his senses" when he 
‘made the serious charges of malicious 
assault and wounding with intent to 
harm or maim. 


Mr. P. Watkin Williams prosecuted 

MP. and Mr. B, T. Maitland 
1¢ defence. The hearing 
‘was adjourned until 10 o'clock to- 
morrow morning. 

Jetha Singh, the complainant, was 
crosexamined by Mr. Maitland, for 
the defence, and he reaffirmed ‘that 
he was “out of his senses" and terri- 
bly drunk when he was assaulted. He 
had been drinking beer and Chines 
wine, he said, on an empty stomach 
and he and his four or five friends were 
very drunk, He had been very dizzy 
and “out of his senses” at the police 
station and General Hospital, and,

‘against Sodagar, because he suspected.

Feroze Din, Hindu, employed. as 
an SMP. watchman at’ 650 Szechuen 
Road stated that he lived at 73 
Hiwakee Road.

Pm., he met the complainant, Jetha 
Singh, on the comer of Hwakee and 
Seward "Roads. Jetha Singh was 
drunk, the witness stated, but was 
able to answer questions put to him 
by the witness, and was able to walk 
normally. ‘After talking for afew 
minutes, they walked together for 
‘about 18 yards and then saw Sodagar 
Singh on the pavement in front. of 
his house, Jetha Singh went and sat 
down on Sodagar Singh's bed and the 
witness went into his house and up 
to his bedroom, 

“Then, just as T was taking off my 
Jackel." the witness said, “someone 
‘Shouted “I'am being beaten’ in Hin- 
Gustani, 1 looked out of the window 
and saw that Jetha, Singh was lying 
fon the ground. I ran outside. Sodagar 
Singh was striking Jetha Singh with 

Tesaw him strike. Jetha 
on leg, but “I noticed "that 
Jetha “was also" bleeding from the 
head. ‘The spear was made of iron 
‘and attached to a bamboo stick, and 
the spear head was about a foot Tong.” 
















































‘The witness drew a diagram of the 
spear, showing that it had a flat iron 
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‘head, something like an oat or pad- 
dle, but with sharp edges and ending 
in a sharp point. Tt was, he said, “a 
‘common weapon’ in India." where it 
was used for fighting, but was illegal. 
Continuing with his story, witness 
sald that he shouted to Sodagar Singh 
to stop, saying that if he killed Jetha, 
he would be charged with murder. 
Sodagar replied, “When Chave finish

‘Sodagar Singh had been holding the 
spear with both hands and striking 
etha with the edge, when the wit- 
ness eried to him tostop, After re- 
plying, he put the spear on his 
shoulder and said that he was going 
to the police station to report that he 
had killed a man, Jetha was bleeding 
profusely and said that he was in 
reat pain, He bandaged his head 
and placed him on Sodagar’s bed. 
‘The witness identified the bamboo 
bed, and the bloodstained blankets 
and bedding, 

“T waited for half an hour, but no 
ear came to pick up Jetha, so T went 
to Wayside Police Station,” he con~ 
tinued, "I saw two Sikh Police Con: 
stables, Nos. 655 and 90, and Sodagar 
beside them, I told them that Sodagar 




















had killed Jetha Singh with a spear, 'U. 


and asked Why they had not sent 
police car, ‘The two S.P.C's took me 
to the charge room where I reported 
to the sergeant on duty.”

Judge Fu satisfied himsel¢ with ques-

Denouneing warmongers and war- 
profiteers, he Chancellor said that it 
Was his duty {0 speak as he did in 
view of his knowledge of the “mili- 
tary situation." He stressed that the 
Versailles ‘Treaty and Poland “will 
never rise ayain” and stated that the 
fate of that country is now in the 
hands of two great Powers. 

He then issued a warning to Great 
Britain: “If Britain wants to go on 
fiong the path she has chosen then 
millions of men will be sacrificed in 
Vain for Versailles will not be. re~ 
born and the Reich will not perish.”

Mr. Early said Admiral Racder 
claimed he had received the informa: 
tion from “ereditable sourees.” The 
warning obviously placed the full’ 
blame for the sinking of the Athenia 
‘on the Allied Powers and intimated 
that Britain and France were attempt- 
ing to drag the United States into 
war against Germany by sinking ships 
carrying American refugees and 
blaming the attacks on Germany. 

‘The Iroquois left Ireland on October 
2 with a full load of American re- 
{gees trom the European war zone.

‘age said Captain Anderson accepted 
‘water, food and tobacco and sald he 
believed he would be able to make 
harbour unassisted.

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CLM. IN JARONG 
‘By Twnerax 


Missionary advance along the Tibetan 
frontier is no mild adventure. Under 
ordinary circumstances it is always dificult; 
at the present time it seems almost impossible, 
Novertheless the China Inland Mission is 
pushing forward, although as it advances the 
dificulties increase and become greater. 
‘The present advance is being made in Jarong. 
‘This name in Tibetan is composed of two 
words Ja, meaning extensive, rong, meaning 
valley of ravine, both words indicating the 
extensive. valleys or defiles between China 
and Tibet. Geographically and physically 
the two words carry this description. Be 
ginning with ‘Songpan in the north and 
travelling south towards Likiang one passes 
through .numerous rongs or valleys such as 
Jarong, Baorong and Mederong ; while fur- 
ther west there is the Nyarong, or Fish Val- 
Jey, Jarong being originally occupied by and 
divided up into eighteen different states was 
ruled over by eighteen princes or kings. 
Other explanations are given ; but if a coun- 
try may take its name from its physical 
condition, then Jarong, or extensive ravines 
and defiles, actually describes this important 
‘and interesting part of the Tibetan border. 

‘The rongs, and there are a whole series of 
them north, south and west of Tachienlu, 
have produced a peculiar and practically un- 
known people who speak what is known as 
rong-geh or valley talk. ‘They are tribal 
and non-Chinese. ‘The Jarong tribes are 
probably the most widely-known and per- 
haps the most interesting. In dress, lan- 
‘guage, architecture, customs and manners, 
they differ largely ‘from every other tribe 
and people along the border. In their re- 
igion and menu they are closely allied to 
the Tibetans who inhabit the country im- 
mediately to the west. Crossing the Dapao, 
Balang or Hongchiao passes, the traveller 
entersa new and strange country, inhabited 
bby a people who speak some Chinese, Tibetan 
‘and Jarong. Whence they came and their 
origin, is .still largely conjecture; though 
numerous scientific parties now reaching the 
frontier are planning to study the Jarong 
tribes. apeaae’ 


‘The present advance by the C.LM. into the 
Jaron States began in 1933 when the late 
Mr. J. H, Edgar took Mr. Pocklington and 
Dr, Jeffrey in to Mowkung. They worked 
‘and studied for sometime in Danba—a very 
natural centre for Jarong work—and then 
moved on to Mowkung. Danba lies at the 
confluence of the Da and Hsiao Jins and trom 
this point the stream is known as the Dadu 
or Tong River. Lying all round Danba are 
numerous tribes—the best-known being the 
Geshe, who make this small city their cen- 
tre, From this contre there are roads up 
the Ya River to Tachienlu ; up both the Da 
‘and the Hsiao Jins; and ‘down the ‘Tong. 
Danba was known as Romee Drangu and was 
formerly part of the King of Jala’s territory. 
Hundreds of tribal people may be seen on 
‘the street day by day. 

‘The headquarters of the C.LM. is Mow- 
kung, Mr. and Mrs. G. Vinden, Mr, and Mrs. 
Beatty, Dr. and Mrs. H. Jeffrey, Mr. G. 
Kraft and Mr. Jesperson are there now. Mr. 
and Mrs. Viden advise and help regarding 
the future of the work. Mr. Beatty is giving 
his help in the construetion of a mission 
station. Since 1934 one difficulty after an- 
other has dogged and clogged whatever pro- 
gress hus been made. In 1935, when the 
Communists held Jarong, the missionaries 
had to retire to Chengtu. During the 
evacuation the temporary premises were 
more or less destroyed. When the mission- 
aries returned, long journeys were made 
throughout the country by Mr, Amos, Dr. 
Jeffrey and Mr. Pocklington. Contacts ‘were 
‘made with lamas, drabas and headmen, and 
the field was expiored. 

‘The CLM. programme now reads some- 
thing like this: "During the next five years 
the little company now secking to reach the 
Jarong must be steadily reinforced.” Un~ 
fortunately sickness has broken into their 
ranks, necessitating long, difficult and dan- 
yerous journeys to secure medicol aid. 
‘Again, furloughs of some members are due 
and it looks as if those who have gained 
some experience in Jarong work may pull 
out. Further building operations have been 
held up through lack of building materials : 
and it scems as if this delay might continue 
for some considerable time. Opium is a 
Jarong obsession and its planting is now 
extensive throughout the states. Workmen 
fare unwilling to build and woodmen refuse 
to cut down trees. ‘This difficulty is very 
serious and is giving much discouragement 
to those advancing into Jarong. 

‘Another difficulty which has just arisen is 
‘the fact that the Chinese Government is not 
encouraging any advanee into what is known 
as non-Chinese territory. ‘The missionaries 
may reside at known centres but are not 
encouraged to travel among the tribes. In 
a centre like Danba, however, this would 
not be a serious difficulty as hundreds of 
{tribal people come to the small city day by 
duy. Furthermore the young missionaries 
have a lot of language study before them ; 
and years of study are necessary if the 



































rong-geh is to be mastered. Strange, among 
these numerous tribes different dialects are 
spoken; and between two places, namely, 
Badee and Bawang, only ten miles apart, the 
Tanguage has few similarities. On the streets 
of Romee Drongu at least’ six different dia- 
ects or languages are spoken. 

‘There is this advantage however : both the 
Chinese and Tibetan languages are used and 
understood by the large majority of the 
people, not ‘only in Romee but throughout 
the numerous slates. Chinese merchants and 
Tibetan lamas are scattered all over the 
Jarong States and apparently are able to 
‘make themselves understood in their own 
languages. As there is a strong lama in- 
fluence throughout the country there is no] 
difficulty in making oneself understood in 
the Tibetan tongue. And this language prob- 
‘ably opens the door to those who exercise 
the dominating influence throughout the 
Jarong. "Language, however, is not the great 
problem facing the C.LM, group. 

Mowkung is a long way from anywhere. 
ts missionary community comprises: three 
foreign ladies, two American and one Cana- 
dian, and five men, two English, one Scot, 
one ‘Canadian and one American. But the 
strength of the little company will not re- 
main so strong as Mr. and Mrs Vinden are 
only visiting for consultation. 

‘There are three, probably five, roads into 
the Jarong. One ‘over the Hongchiao pass, 
16,000 feet high; one over the Balang pass, 
15,000 feet high; and another over the 
Dapao pass, 15,000 feet high. ‘There are two 
other mountain roads, one from  Wasikow, 
and the other through Muping and Tien- 
chuen. There is another road but this is 
now considered quite impassable, namely, up 
the Dadu river for some days and then cut- 
ting across to Mowkung; or proceeding to 
Danba and travelling up the Hsino-jin to 
Mowkung. Viewed from any standpoint, 
‘the approach to the Jarong is dangerous, dif- 
ficult and expensive. And when the Jarong 
is safely reached the missionary finds him~ 
self in one of the lonely spots of central 
Asia, He may find himself short of money, 
provisions and certainly short of companions. 
Mowkung ties in a high, windy mica-swept 
valley which is sometimes cut off from 
‘every approach but one, namely, that from 
Tachienlu. This approach lies’ over the 
Dapao pass, but it seems to be the main high- 
way into the Jarong. Danba comes under 
Sikang control and this fact probably brings 
the Jarong closer to Tachienlu. 

‘The greatest difficulty facing the little com- 
pany now advancing in the Jarong is the 
extensive planting and use of opium. Opium 
has taken a terrible grip of the inhabitants 
and robbed them of every desire and ambi- 
tion: but to sate themselves with this in- 
sidious drug. The culture and sale of opium 
seems to provide the main livelihood of the 
majority of the inhabitants; and its con- 
sumption by the local people seems to be 
part of the programme. ‘This has created a 
problem which the young company has faced 
since it entered the Jarong, namely, the 
securing of servants and workmen, Opium 
production is a commercial enterprise which 
brings in the money. ‘The missionaries 
seem firmly convinced that the world, 
flesh and devil are arrayed against them and 
determined to hinder any advance into this 
opium stronghold. 

‘Transport is another difficulty facing this 
small group away in this lonely station 
among the Jarong mountains. ‘The Hong- 
chiao pass lies to the north ; the Balang to 
the east; and the Dapao to the south ; while 
high and difficult passes lie on the west ; and 
‘over every one of them the traveller is likely 
to mect with robber bands. Locally, in 
Mowkung, it is almost impossible to get a 
carrier to carry one’s load; and without a 
carrier one finds it impossible to travel 
‘among the different states. What will ulli- 
mately happen it is not easy to prophesy. A 
better centre may yet be suggested for work 
among the Jarong and two possible places are 
Daofu and Danba. A new road is being con- 
structed that will bring Chengtu within a 
few days of Tachienlu which is only a few 
days from the Jaron, 

Dr. Parry, Messrs. J. Webster, W. T. Her- 
vert ‘and J: R. Sinton, all members of the 
CALM, have visited the Jarong at different 
times; but it is only quite recently that the 
mission has taken up resident work. Scienti- 
fle expeditions have visited and explored this 
interesting country and books and tracts have 
been written about this peculiar ethnogra~ 
phical pocket. For many years the West 
China Border Research Society has made in- 
cursions into the Jarong and a great amount 
of material has been carefully gathered. Yet 
the Jarong, its origin, history and language 
still Yemain mysteries. There is a distinctive 
racial type, with a close affinity to different 
peoples living along the banks of the Dadu 
River, and ‘including the Lolos, through 
‘whose country the Tong River flows. 

‘The question may now be asked: what is 
a Jarong, and may the Gotong, Muping Dzale 
and Tsentsen people be included? If so, then 
the range of country covered by the Jarong, 
while still confined to the waters of the Ds 
and Hsiao Jins, stretches as far as Kwang- 
sien, Chiongchow and Yachow.

A COUNTRY DIARY 


Weihaiwei, Sept 20—Of all the troubles: 
which aflied the just Gocal term for a fruit 
grower) none has been worse this year than 
the borers which, by reason of their foul trade, 
prefer the trees with softer woods nd have 
therefore descended upon the: apple and fig 
frees. There is more than one kind of borer 
but ours seem to be the progeny of a fairly 
large ashy-grey and brown moth called the Goat 
Moth (Cossus cossus). This moth files at night 
(Gune/July) and lays its eggs in cracks and 
crevices in the tree-bark—generally quite low 
Jdown but sometimes up to 8 fect above the 
ground. The caterpillars are soon hatched and 
feed below the bark, but as soon as they are 
big enough they begin boring into the tree 
making quite a large hole and throwing out the 
chewed -wood-chips behind them, the little 
hheaps of these on the ground below. the tree 
[being the first evidence of the infestation to the 
Jenraged fruit grower whose tree may contain 
[scores of borers which, if Jeft alone, will ultl- 
fmately destroy it. A badly infested’ tree must 
‘be cut down and burnt. Old fashioned remedies 
include the injection of paraffin, nicotine ete. 
and the insertion of a wire to stab and Kill the 
cetera, ‘out the oly sal remedy snow is 
the Insertion of a few small crystals of a 
Strong kind of benzene, plugged home with & 
fiump of mud; this produces a gas which kills 
the pests in their #ealed chamber and is really 
quite effective: there are several varieties of 
Such benzene but the only one I know is called 
by. the chemists (bless thelr simple hearts) 
Paradichiorbenzene for short. The moth which 
{causes all this trouble is, by the way, said to 
‘be ealled the Goat Moth because the caterpillars 
smell like a goat ... or is it possibly because 
{they get the fruit grower's goat?
